I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sa.nitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  I96O. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  was  22,870,  an  increase 
of  170  over  the  ^:revious  year. 

The  birth  rate,  15*6 ,  and  the  death  rate,  10.4?  cire  to  be  compared  with 
that  of  England  and  Dales  which  was  respectively  17»1  and  11.5* 

There  were  six  infant  deaths  during  the  year,  five  being  neo-natal 
deaths  and  all  occurring  from  causes  other  than  environmental.  The  lov; 
infantile  mortality  rate,  17*1 9  is  a  cause  for  some  satisfaction  and  is  to 
be  compared  with  that  for  the  wdiole  Countr^^,  21.7?  \:hich  is  once  more  the 
loY/est  recorded. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  has  remained  high  throughout  the 
year  mainly  due  to  the  relatively  high  incidence  of  fleasles,  1/hooping  Cough 
and  Scarlet  Fever.  The  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  past 
three  years  were  42,  101  and  this  year  60,  and  I  understand  from  the 
General  1-ractitioners  in  the  district  that  there  has  been  also  a 
persistently  high  incidence  of  streptococcal  sore  throats.  All  the  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  relatively  mild,  v/ith  no  evidence  of  complications. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  past 
three  years  and,  incidentally,  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  since  1947* 


Schemes  envisaged  by  the  Council  to  improve  the  Se?/age  'l/orks  and 
also  to  institute  completely  controlled,  tipping  at  the  refuse  disposal 
v/orks  would  be  sound  hygienic  procedures  which  must  confer  great  benefit 
to  the  community. 
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The  Sv/imning  Bath,  in  spite  of  the  prevailing  wet  and  cold  weather, 
was  extensively  used  by  almost  60,000  bathers*  This  amenity  must  be 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  public  and  especially  by  parents  whose 
children  can  swim  in  safety  in  sterile  water  and  not  have  recourse  to 
dangerous  chalk  pits. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
ready  assistance  and  co-operation  during  the  year. 

You  are,  of  course,  aware  that  I  also  serve  five  other  Authorities, 
so  I  must  rely  to  a  great  extent  upon  Ifr.  Leslie,  your  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  and  I  have  found  him  a  tov;er  of  strength. 

I  would  also  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  advice 
throughout  the  year.

SECTION  I 


SOCIAL  COIIDITIONS 


1.  Climatology 

It  was  an  exceptionally  wet  Year. 

After  a  fairly  average  Springy  conditions  became  more  unsettled  as  the 
Year  progressed  and  from  mid-June  onwards  there  was  Imrdly  a  day  free  from 
rain.  The  whole  of  the  South  Eastern,  Southern  and  Western  Counties  suffered 
particularly  from  floods  in  the  Autumn. 

So  far  as  this  Urban  District  was  concerned,  the  very  high  total  of 
33*64  inches  was  recorded  at  Highsted  Waterworks,  but  upon  reference  to 
Appendix  it  will  be  seen  that  even  this  figure  was  surpassed  in  1951 
when  a  total  of  37*19  inches  was  recorded 

During  the  Year,  there  were  8  falls  of  Snow  locally  (7  occasions  in 
January  and  1  occasion  in  February).  Falls  of  Snow  in  previous  years  were  - 
1  in  1959s  15  1^  1958^  4  1957  19  1956. 

Temperatures  dropped  below  freezing  point  on  4I  occasions  (14  in  Januaryi 
8  in  February  I  8  in  iferch^  1  in  October^  2  in  November  and  8  in  December), 
as  compared  with  45  occasions  in  1959s  67  occasions  in  195®  and  44  occasions 

in  1957* 

The  hottest  day  of  the  Year  was  the  19th  June  v/hen  a  temperature  of 
86^F  was  recorded  at  Johnson  House. 

The  wettest  month  ims  November,  when  the  rainfall  recorded  was  5*52  inches 

Monthly  rainfall  readings  recorded  at  Highsted  hateriTorks  over  the  past 
six  years  a.re  shorn  in  A_ppendix  "A”  and  Appendix  shows  the  monthly 
mr.ximum  and  minimum  Temperatures,  as  recorded  at  Johnson  House,  Sittingboume, 
for  the  Years  1957 s  1958?  1959  und  I96O.

District  during  1960  v/as  293*  This  figure  represents  156  males  and  137 
females* 

Figures  for  previous  years  back  to  193 0  "be  seen  upon  reference  to 
the  details  contained  in  Table  III. 

Of  the  293  deaths  assigned  to  Sittingbourne  during  I960,  a  total  of  129 
occurred  in  I'lilton  Hospital,  but  only  49  of  these  were  actually  persons 
previously  resident  in  the  Urban  District.  The  figures  for  1959  were  282  « 
132  -  51 9  f^or  I95Q  were  536  -  I90  -  JO  and  for  1957  were  398  -  194  -  20* 

The  average  age  of  death  was  70.5  being  67*9  ^or  males  and  73*5  for 
females.  The  oldest  death  was  a  female,  and  also  two  males,  all  aged 
97  years.  The  average  age  of  death  during  1959  was  71 *49  being  68.7  for 
males  and  74*2  for  females.

(b)  Death  Rate 

The  crude  death  rate  for  I96O  was  12*8  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as 
compared  with  12*4  per  1,000  in  the  preceding  year*  The  figures  for  1958  and 
1957  were  14«9  17.8  respectively. 

The  figure  for  the  year  under  review^  can  only  be  compared  v/ith  those  for 
the  years  back  to  1953?  ^-we  to  the  inclusion  in  local  statistics  of  all  deatlis 
at  Milton  Hospital  irrespective  of  original  place  of  residence  under  the  new 
arrangements  adopted  by  the  Registrar  General  v/hich  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  January,  1953»  However,  the  figures  for  previous  years  back  to  1930  are 
included  in  Table  III. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  if  these  particular  deaths  had  not  been 
assigned  to  this  area  the  number  of  deaths  for  the  Urban  District  during  these

1,  Notifiable  Diseases  -  Incidence 


The  sane  number  of  notifications  were  received  in  the  Year  under 
reviev/,  in  connection  with  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
occurring  in  the  Urban  District,  as  in  1959 j  289*  The  figures 

for  previous  years  are  detailed  in  Table  VIII, 

The  incidence  of  all  cases  notified  in  each  Quarter  of  I960,  v/as 
as  follows s~

The  main  causes  for  notification  Y/ere  I\feasles  (l67)j  Scarlet  Fever  (60) 

and  Whooping  Cough  (50)* 

An  outbreak  of  Jvfeasles  occurred  during  the  months  of  June  and  July 
amongst  children  at  one  particular  School.  In  all,  105  school  children 
were  notified  as  suffering  from  this  particular  diseaseo  There  v/as  one 
adult  aged  27  years  and  the  remaining  6l  cases  were  in  respect  of  children 
under  school  age. 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  Urban  District  was  again  very 

high.  There  was  no  actual  outbreak  in  any  of  the  Schools  and  the  cases 

occurred  widely  throughout  the  Area  and  quite  regularly  throughout  the 
whole  year. 

Of  the  cases  notified,  47  were  School  Children  and  15  were  Children 
under  School  age.  Six  of  these  cases  were  admitted  to  Keyool  Hospital  and 
the  other  54  crises  v/ere  isolated  and  treated  in  their  ov/n  homes. 

D'oring  the  Year,  202  Nose  and  Throat  Swabs  were  taken  (l89  by  Medical 
Rractitioners  and  15  e^t  the  Health  Department)  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  in  connection  with  these  cases# 

In  the  period  from  1946  -  I96O  inclusive,  a  total  of  592  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  have  been  notified  as  occurring  in  the  Urban  District  -  an 
average  of  59  cases  per  Year^  The  number  of  60  cases  notified  during  I96O 
is,  therefore,  well  above  the  average. 


The  cases  of  I/hooping  Cough  were  generally  of  a  mild  nature,  although  it 
was  necessary  for  one  Child  to  be  admitted  to  ICeycol  Hospital  for  observation, 
Cf  the  total  of  50  cases  notified,  JO  v/ere  School  Children  and  20  were 
Children  under  School  age. 

There  i/as  a  single  case  of  Food  Foisoning  notified  during  the  Year,  and 
this  was  a  female  aged  51  years.  Specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Ihiidstone,  and  in  a  specimen  of  vomit  staphylococci  was  isolated, 
but  this  v/as  not  of  a  pathogenic  type.  The  origin  of  infection  was  unknowu 
but  could  have  been  due  to  poor  food  handling  and  storage  by  the  housewife. 

The  case  of  Erysipelas  was  a  female  aged  42  years. 

One  case  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  in  a  child,  aged  2  years  was 
notified.  The  Child  v/as  admitted  to  Eeycol  Hospital,  All  tests  for 
Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  v/ere  negative,  and  the  case  was  diagnosed  as  a  virus 
infection  probably  of  the  Coxsackie  variety. 

Ho  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  Year. 

Details  of  the  co.ses  of  Tuberculosis  notified  are  shown  in  Table  IX.

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Diiring  the  Year,  Mass  X-Ray  Units  visited  the  Urhan  District  when  a  total 
number  of  2,395  persons  attended.  These  were  1,625  ifeles  and  770  Females.  Of 
this  total  number,  339  (l4*2^o),  were  persons  attending  X-Ray  for  the  first  time. 

Reports  have  since  been  received  from  the  Medical  Director  on  the  results 
of  these  X-Rays  and  these  indicate  that  1  Ifele  was  found  to  be  an  Active 
Tuberculosis  case;  20  Males  and  3  Females  were  found  to  be  Inactive  Tuberculosis 
oases;  and  2  Miales  v/ere  found  to  be  suffering  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung. 

Dr.  Owen  Clarke,  M.R.C.P.,  Consultant  Chest  Physician  of  the  Medway  and 
Gravesend  Hospital  i'hnagement  Committee,  has  once  again  very  kindly  supplied 
me  with  details  of  the  patients  admitted  to  Hospital  and  Sanatoria.  These 
details  show  tliat  a  total  of  11  patients  from  the  Urban  District  received 
Institutional  treatment  during  the  year;  10  of  these  being  admitted  to  Keycol 
Hospital  and  1  being  admitted  to  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital,  I/feirgate. 

This  indicates  that  5*4/^  oi'  the  patients  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  or  Sanatoria  for  treatment  during  I96O,  as  compared  v/ith 

in  the  previous  year  and  11.9/^  in  1958* 

Mention  must  again  be  made  of  the  excellent  work  v;hich  has  continued  to 
be  carried  out  by  the  members  of  the  Sittingbourne ,  Mlton  and  District 
Tuberculosis  Care  Committee* 

During  the  year  53  appeals  for  help  were  received  and  all  of  these  were 
generously  dealt  with.  Almost  £200  was  expended  in  relieving  these  cases 
and  their  families  of  their  own  particular  anxieties*  In  addition,  3 
recommended  cases,  together  with  their  close  relatives,  v/ere  sent  for  two 
weeks  .holiday  under  the  Committee ^s  Holiday  Scheme. 

Six  new  cases  were  referred  to  the  Committee  by  the  Chest  Physicians 
and  the  need  in  this  particular  field  is  still  very  urgent  and  necessary. 

The  following  Table  XI  gives  details  of  notifications  received.  Deaths 
and  the  Death  Rate  per  10,000  of  the  Population,  for  both  Pulmonaiy  and  Non-

Vaccinations  against  Smallpox^  together  with  triple  injections  against 
Diphtheria,  IWiooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  are  given  at  all  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics,  if  required. 

So  far  as  Vaccinations  against  Poliomyelitis  are  concerned,  these  may 
be  arranged  to  be  given  at  either  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  or  by  a  personas 
own  Eamily  Doctor. 


Vaccinations  against  Poliomyelitis  for  children  under  five  years  of 
age  are  given,  v/ithout  appointment,  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  Sutton  House, 
on  Tuesdays  between  2  and  2.50  p.m.  ,  or  at  J/rurston  Parish  Hall  on  the  last 
Wednesday  in  the  month  from  2  -  4  P»m.  All  other  persons  of  any  age  are 
eligible  for  such  Vaccinations  and  may  apply  at  Sutton  House  for  an  appointment 
to  receive  their  Vaccination  at  a  Special  Clinic  arranged  as  required. 

These  Clinics  are  usuaJly  held  in  the  evening  and  the  date  and  duration  of 
such  Clinics  are  in  accordance  v;ith  the  numbers  applying. 


The  three  Health  Visitors  (Kent  County  Council  Staff)  at  Sutton  House, 
who  cover  the  Urban  District  of  Sittingbourne  and  Milton,  are  -  Ivirs  S.M*  Gibson 
Miss  3.  Cleirke  and  Miss  S.  Ballweg. 
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Mental  Welfare  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  patients 
from  the  Urban  District,  at  15,  South  Road,  Paversham.  The  Sessions  for 
the  Clinic  are  held  on  Thursday  evenings  at  5  o’clock.

6*  Old  People’s  Del fare 


I  am  again  indebted  to  Councillor  Ivlts  J,  Noble  for  supplying  me 
with  the  following  information  in  connection  with  Old  People’s  Welfare 
in  the  Urban  District. 

”  After  nine  years  of  v/ork  in  caring  for  the  Old  Polk,  we  can  look 
back  with  satisfaction^  but  forward  to  even  greater  achievements. 

Nothing  great  was  ever  achieved  v/ithout  enthusiasm  and  the  Old  People’s 
¥/elfare  Committee  are  keenly  enthusiastic.  They  are  running  an  Autumn 
Pa.ir  on  23rd  September,  I96I,  and  I  trust  the  Public  will  give  them  the 
support  they  fully  deserve. 

Pour  hundred  parcels  were  delivered  to  the  old  and  needy  at  Christmas 
and  250  Birthday  and  Christmas  Cards  were  sent* 

The  important  Night  Sitting  Service  is  still  proving  a  great  help 
o.nd  comfort  to  the  aged  who  are  ill,  and  giving  necessary  relief  to  tired 
relatives  and  good  neighbours.  One  hundred  and  twenty  nights  w^ere 
covered  during  the  past  year.  The  bod  linen  service  is  in  constant  demand 
and  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  Night  Sitters  and  Nurses  ?/hen  there  is 
obvious  need  for  the  patients  concerned. 
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Tv/o  hundred  and  ten  treatments  v;ere  given  hy  the  Chiropody  Service 
during  the  year. 

The  case  v/ork  is  expanding  and  a  very  useful  pamphlet  was  issued 
hy  the  Rotary  Cluh,  and  printed  hy  Yfestlands  School  Scholars,  containing 
information  on  the  services  available  to  Pensioners.  This  has  brought 
a  numhor  of  requests  for  Chiropody,  Might  Attendance  and  other  difficulties 
of  a  varied  nature  in  which  we  have  been  able  to  give  assistance. 

i'lany  Social  events  have  taken  place  to  augment  the  services  provided 
and  we  are  indebted  to  Blair  Park  and  the  two  Old  People's  Clubs  in  the 
District  v/hich  continue  to  be  very  v;ell  supported  and  give  relaxation 
and  pleasure  to  a  great  many  deseiving  Old  People  in  Sittingbourne  and 
Hilton  Regis,  YIe  are  also  extremely  grateful  to  the  Craigmore  Social 
Club  for  their  successful  efforts  in  raising  money  for  our  Funds, 


SECTION  V 
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SANITARY  CIRCUlv'ISTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


1*  Water  Supply 

(a)  The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  has,  since  the  1st  April,  1956,  been 
supplied  from  the  Council’s  Undertaking.  The  supply  has,  during  the  year  under 
review,  been  adequate  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(b)  Tv/enty  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  2 
samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  examination.  Vath  the  exception  of  1 
sample  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(c)  A  complaint  was  received  in  January,  I960  from  the  occupants  of  newly 
erected  Old  People’s  Bungalov/s  situate  at  South  Avenue,  Sittingbourne ,  concerning 
a  distinct  blue  colouration  in  the  v/ater  as  drav/n  from  both  the  hot  and  cold  taps. 

An  investigation  v/as  made  when  it  appeared  from  the  colouration  of  the 
water  and  the  chalk  precipitate  in  kettles  that  there  was  an  undue  amount  of 
copper  compounds  in  the  water.  Fifteen  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  and 
the  Analyst’s  report  confirmed  this  view.  Piping  used  in  connection  wdth  both 
the  hot  and  cold  services  was  copper.  It  was  apparent  that  pending  the 
development  of  a  protective  patina  in  the  copper  pipes,  the  water  in  the  pipes 
was  reacting  with  the  pipes  to  take  up  undue  amounts  of  copper  compounds. 

Advice  was  sought  as  to  the  effect  on  humans  of  ingesting  copper  compounds 
when  it  appeared  that  there  would  be  no  undue  effects  on  the  consumers  concerned. 
The  position  has  now  rectified  itself,  nevertheless  for  the  consumers  concerned 
it  was  an  alarming  experience  for  them  until  they  could  be  assured  that  the 
colouration  was  harmless  to  them. 

(d)  During  the  year  the  work  of  installing  pumps  of  a  greater  co.pacity  than 
hitherto,  viz.  75^000  gallons  per  hour  against  50^000  go.llons  per  hour,  at  the 
Highsted  Waterworks,  was  completed.  The  work  w-as  necessary  to  meet  the  increased 
demand  for  water  both  from  the  supply  area  of  the  Urban  District  and  the  bulk 
supply  afforded  the  Sheppey  Water  Board. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

(a)  No  major  alterations  have  been  made  to  the  Council’s  sewerage  system 
during  the  year.  The  main  developments  were  in  connection  with  sev/erage  of  new 
housing  esta.tes,  both  Council  and  privately  ov/ned. 

(b)  During  the  year,  the  Council’s  Consultant  reported  upon  a  Scheme  for 
alterations  at  the  Sewage  Yforks.  The  first  part  of  the  Scheme,  viz.  additions 
and  alterations  to  the  sedimentation  tanks  capable  of  dealing  with  a  flow  of 
1,500,000  rn.g.d. ,  is  about  to  go  to  tender.  When  the  works  have  been  completed 
some  improvement  in  the  final  effluent  my  be  anticipated. 
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(c)  Routine  treatments  against  rodents  in  the  sewerage  system  continued 
during  the  year#  Warfarin  was  again  used  and  incidence  of  infestation  appears 
to  he  low. 


5*  Scavenging 

(a)  The  administration  of  the  Council's  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor#  Disposal  is  hy 
means  of  tipping# 

(b)  A  modified  form  of  controlled  tipping  v/as  again  in  operation  during 
the  year#  The  results  were  fairly  satisfactory  but  it  is  quite  clear  that  the 
position  v;ill  not  be  improved  further  until  full  and  proper  controlled  tipping 
is  carried  out#  This  necessary  improvement  cannot  be  long  delayed# 


4»  School  Sanitation 


The  sanitary  facilities  provided  are  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  manner# 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  School  Kitchens  continues  at  a  high  level 
as  evidenced  not  only  by  inspection  but  also  by  the  absence  of  any  incident 
associated  with  food  prepared  and  supplied  from  the  Kitchens# 


5#  Public  Conveniences 


The  conveniences  provided  were  generally  maintained  in  a  clean  and 
satisfactory  manner# 

The  public  conveniences  at  the  To\7n  Hall  were  under  review  by  the  Council# 

In  view  of  their  situation,  age  and  general  condition  it  was  decided  to  do  away 
with  them  and  provide  a  modern  block  of  conveniences  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall# 

It  is  regrettable  that  it  must  be  reported  once  again  that  although  the 
majority  of  people  appreciate  the  facilities  provided  there  is  a  persistent 
minority  who  apparently  derive  some  form  of  satisfaction  from  \7ilfully  and 
wantonly  damaging  fixtures  and  apparatus  provided  for  the  benefit  of  the  public# 
Hot  only  does  this  on  occasion  deprive  members  of  the  public  of  those  facilities 
but  causes  unnecessary  expenditure  of  public  money# 


6#  Public  Swimming  Eaths 

(a)  The  public  swimming  baths  situate  in  The  Butts,  High  Street, 
Sittingbourne ,  were  erected  by  public  subscription  in  I896#  They  were  modernised 
in  1936  and  subsequently  improvements  have  been  carried  out# 

The  tiled  swimming  pool  is  53'K  yards  long  x  7  yurds  wide,  with  a  water 
capacity  of  88,000  gallons#  The  water  is  supplied  from  the  Town’s  supply. 
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A  Bell’s  Continuous  filtration  plant  together  with  a  Bell's  Chlorinator 
forms  the  purification  plant.  The  water  being  completely  changed  approximately 
every  hours,  A  Galway  boiler  which  burns  coke,  provides  steam  for  heating 
and  laundry  purposes.  The  laundry  is  fitted  with  a  v/ashing  machine,  v/hich 
enables  towels  to  be  boiled,  and  a  hydro  extractor. 

There  are  upper  and  lower  dressing  halls  for  women  and  men  respectively* 

Each  dressing  hall  is  provided  with  sanitary  accommodation,  shower  and  foot  bath* 

(b)  Eight  samples  of  the  bath  water  \/ere  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Three  of  the  sa,mples  showed  small  but  insignificant  counts,  With 
these  exceptions  the  results  were  excellent.  The  standards  of  general 
cleanliness  reflect  a  v/ell  managed  pool, 

(c)  The  popularity  of  the  swimming  baths  continued  during  the  year  when  a 
total  number  of  595379  bathers  took  advantage  of  the  excellent  facilities  provided. 

An  coverage  attendance  of  2,000  bathers  per  week  during  the  season,  in  view 
of  the  poor  Summer,  indicates  the  continued  interest  and  enjoyment  that  large 
numbers  of  people  derive  from  swimming  at  the  pool,  Smmmers  come  into  the 
Urban  District  from  neighbouring  towns  as  the  bath  is  the  only  covered  pool  in 
this  part  of  the  County,

3,  Repair  and  Maintenance  of  Houses 

(a)  Although  a  large  amount  of  repair  work  v/as  carried  out  during  the 
year  as  a  result  of  the  service  of  riotices,  there  is  increasing  difficulty 
in  getting  such  work  carried  out,  V/ith  the  many  demands  on  the  building 
trade  in  the  town  there  are  often  long  delays  between  the  placing  of  an 
order  with  the  builder  and  completion  of  the  required  works.  This  involves 
considerable  extra  work  in  an  attempt  to  satisfy  both  the  building  trade 
and  the  aggrieved  tenant. 

The  trend  towards  owner-occupation  continues  and  is  doing  nothing 
but  good  in  raising  the  standard  of  housing  in  the  town. 

(b)  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954 

ilo  applications  were  received  during  the  Year  in  connection  v/ith 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  above-named  Act,  and  no  Revocation 
Certificates  issued  during  I960. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force  a  total  of  2?  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
have  been  issued,  of  which  17  have  been  revoked  and  2  cancelled,  leaving 
8  Certificates  remaining  outstanding  at  the  51st  December,  I960. 

(c)  Rent  Act,  1957 

During  the  Year,  1  application  (Form  *1’)  was  received  in  connection 
with  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair.  This  makes  a  total  of  59  applications

(d)  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  - 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958 

(as  amended  by  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959) 

During  the  Year,  42  apj^lications  for  Grants  in  connection  with 
Discretionary  Improvement  Schemes,  were  submitted  to  the  Council.  These 
were  all  approved. 

The  totoA  cost  of  the  works  involved  in  these  approved  applications, 
amounted  to  A18,106  and  the  total  of  the  Gra.nts  allowed  was  £9  >055* 

There  v/ere  29  Completion  Certificates  issued  during  the  Year  and  10  of 
these  \/ere  in  respect  of  ap/:licc.td.ons  received  during  1959*  In  addition, 

2  applico.tions  received  in  1957  were  cancelled  at  the  Applicants’  request. 

The  Im.provement  Schemes  v^ere ,  as  in  previous  years,  mainly  concerned 
with  the  provision  of  bathroom.s,  internal  water  closets  and  hot  water 
systems. 


A  Summary  of  the  Improvement  Schemes  submitted,  together  with  details 
of  Completion  Certificates  issued,  cost  of  works  involved  and  Grants 
allowed,  is  included  in  Table  XFII,  for  the  period  from  1955  to  i960 
inclusive. 
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(e)  Standard  Improvement  Grants  - 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959 

Since  this  Act  came  into  force,  the  Council  has  received  and  approved 
20  applications.  Fifteen  of  these  v/ere  completed  by  Jlst  December,  I960. 

The  total  cost  of  the  v/orks  involved  in  these  15  completed  applications 
amounted  to  £3,012,  and  the  total  of  tho  Grants  allov/ed  was  £1,369- 

The  improvements  required  under  the  applications  were  for  the  provision 
of  hot  v/ator  systems,  baths,  v;ash-hand  basins,  internal  water  closets  and 
foodstores. 

(f)  Progress  of  Five-Year's  Slum  Clearance  Programme 

At  the  end  of  I960,  some  371  dwellings  hc.d  been  dealt  with  by  tho 
various  procedures  open  to  the  Council  under  tho  Housing  Acts.  This  figure 
compo.ros  with  the  total  number  of  419  dv/el lings  proposed  to  be  dealt  with 
under  the  Council’s  Five-Year’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme. 

The  outstanding  40  dwellings  actuoAly  comprise  an  Area,  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Council  early  in  I96I,  of  4I  dwellings,  and  7  individual 
dwellin^^s. 


(g)  Rehousing  -  Removal  Expenses 

In  connection  with  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  8  persons 
upon  being  rehoused  applied  for  their  removal  expenses  to  be  paid  by  the 
Council.  Under  the  authority  of  Council  Minute  Ho. 507(5)  dated  October,  1959 
5  of  those  v;ere  paid  by  the  Council  and  3  were  paid  out  of  the  Chairmani’s 
Fund.

1.  Introduction 


The  local  authority  is  required j  under  section  5(i)  of  the  Act,  to

The  urban 
district  is  situate  on  the  A2  road,  10  miles  from  the  Medway  towns  on 
the  w'est,  and  8  miles  from  Faversham  on  the  east.  Maidstone  is  12  miles 
distant  to  the  south-west,  with  the  Isle  of  Sheppey  8  miles  away  to  the 
north.

Individual  meat  traders  within  the  urban  district  were  circularised  in 
I'.'hy,  1959  ^^d  asked  to  complete  a  questionnaire  which  was  designed  to 
ascertain  the  traders  requirements  and  the  sources  from  v/hence  he  obtained 
his  home  killed  meat. 

The  operators  of  the  two  privoAe  slaughterhouses  in  the  urban  district 
were  informed  orally  of  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1959, 
in  ivhrch,  1959  und  then  submitted  in  outline  their  proposals  to  a  meeting 
of  the  Slaughterhouse  Sub-Committee  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the 
urban  council,  on  10th  February,  196O. 

In  the  co.se  of  the  Ifctional  Ihrmers  Union,  the  Union  of  Shop, 
Distributive  and  Allied  Workers,  and  F.  Austen  Densted  and  Sons,  they  Y/ere 
requested  to  submit  v/ritten  observations  on  10th  I.kirch,  196O.

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4«  Review  of  facilities 


The  two  existing  privately  owned  slaughterhouses  mainly  carry  out 
slaughtering  in  connection  with  the  adjoining  retail  meat  premises  which 
are  in  the  ow'nership  of  the  respective  slaughterhouse  proprietors.  A 
certain  amount  of  the  throughput  (mainly  pigs)  in  one  case  is  sold 
wholesale  to  local  butchers  whilst  in  the  other  case  a  small  amount  of 
killing  is  carried  out  on  behalf  of  a  local  butcher  and  some  for  a 
butcher  \/hose  retail  premises  are  situate  in  Sheorness.  The  total 
throughput  during  1959  v/as  -  Cattle  (excluding  Cows)  82;  Cows  5;  Calves  4l 
Sheep  and  Lambs  721  and  Pigs  946. 

It  is  clear  from  the  answers  to  the  questionnaire  concerning  supplies 
of  home  killed  meat  that  the  bulk  of  home  killed  meat  retailed  in  the 
district  is  obtained  mainly  from  Smithfield  and  the  Ihtstock  Marketing 
Corporation,  Canterbury,  with  a  certain  amount  being  obtained  from 
local  depots  at  Chatham.  Even  in  this  case  the  source  of  the  meat  is 
mainly  Smithfield  and  Canterbury. 

In  the  Council's  view,  the  existing  slaughtering  facilities  supply 
only  a  fraction  of  the  home  killed  meat  consumed  in  the  area  and  this 
is  emphasised  by  the  fact  that  one  of  the  slaughterhouses  kills  for 
quite  a  large  Sheppey  retailer.  Indeed  the  main  bulk  of  the  home  killed 
supply  within  the  urban  district  is  already  processed  outside  the  district. 

The  retail  butchers  generally  in  their  replies  to  the  questionnaire 
already  referred  to,  indicated  that  there  was  no  difficulty  in  obtaining 
all  the  supplies  they  required  from  their  existing  sources  outside  the 
tovm  and  with  the  exception  of  the  tv/o  retail  butchers  who  operate  the 
existing  slaughterhouses  and  one  other  they  expressed  no  desire  to  see 
in  the  toY/n  either  a  continuance  of  the  present  facilities  or  any  extension 
of  them. 

It  is  not  considered  likely  that  there  Y/ill  be  any  material  difference 
in  the  slaughtering  requirements  of  the  area  unless  and  until  the  population 
of  the  toY/n  is  expanded.  If  the  population  of  the  town  expands  ro.pidly, 
v/hich  appears  to  be  unlikely,  the  Council  feel  that  the  existing  facilities 
at  Canterbury,  the  supplies  from  Smithfield  and  the  probable  erection  of 
new  slaughterhouses  at  Ivhidstone  and  in  the  ifedway  toY/ns  Y/ould  be  quite 
adequate  to  deal  Y/ith  the  situation. 

Broadly,  the  trade  and  the  various  organisations  consulted  agree  wdth 
the  Council's  views.  Many  of  them,  v/ith  the  exception  of  those  butchers 
obtaining  all  their  supplies  from  outside  the  district,  would  like  to 
see  the  tY/o  existing  slaughterhouses  continued  for  differing  reasons 
e.g.  the  Rational  Farmers  Union  put  forward  the  view  that  a  slaughterhouse 
is  a  necessity  in  the  tov/n  in  vieY;  of  the  large  agricultural  interests  to 
deo.1  v/ith  casualties  which  arise  from  time  to  time.  The  existing  slaughter¬ 
house  operators  express  the  viev;  that  their  slaughterhouses  are  required 
to  enable  them  to  carry  on  their  businesses  in  the  v/ay  they  have  been 
accustomed  to  over  a  long  period. 
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The  Council,  whilst  accepting  the  validity  of  these  individual 
views,  nevertheless  point  out  that  in  the  case  of  casualty  animals  there 
would  he  little  or  no  additional  hardship  or  suffering  for  the  animal 
once  it  is  loaded  into  a  conveyance  to  he  carried  a  few  additional 
miles  for  slaughter.  Consideration  v/as  given  to  the  neoossity  for 
slaughtering  facilities  in  the  town  as  an  adjunct  to  the  local  cattle 
market.  In  the  Council’s  view  the  tv/o  existing  slaughterhouses  are 
not  a  necesso.ry  adjunct  to  the  cattle  market.  In  their  viev;  the  market 
owes  its  continuance  more  to  its  geographical  situation  than  to  the 
sale  of  animals  for  slaughter  and  consumption  within  the  urban  district. 
The  Council  are  also  aware  and  sympo.thise  w’ith  the  natural  desires  of 
the  owners  of  the  existing  slaughterhouses  hut  they  feel  that  even  if 
the  two  slaughterhouses  were  to  he  discontinued  no  serious  or  irreparable 
burden  would  he  put  on  the  owners  concerned,  nevertheless,  whilst 
expressing  this  view,  they  are  willing  to  accept  the  tv/o  existing  premises 
if  they  are  altered  so  that  they  fully  comply  with  the  regulations. 

5*  Recommended  Day 

It  is  recommended  that  the  day  appointed  by  the  Minister  for  the 
construction  regulations  to  apply  to  all  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
shall  he  5th  February,  1962.  The  Council  feel  that  the  time  given  will 
enable  the  fullest  consultation  by  the  traders  concerned  and  yet  enable 
the  premises  to  be  brought  up  to  standard  within  a  reasonable  time. 

6.  General 

This  report  was  considered  and  approved  by  the  Council  at  their 
meeting  on  26th  July,  i960,  and  notice  that  the  report  had  been  submitted 
to  the  Minister  and  that  it  v/as  available  for  inspection  by  the  General 
Public  was  published  in  the  East  Kent  Gazette  on  Friday,  5th  August,  I96O.

air  round  the  carcases.
